H land, and Maflacre there, and the

of him, wheth:r char great Perſecution were 
paſſed or not? He turning his Eyes to the 
Perſon asking him,-and fixing them after 
an ireful manner, as he was wont to do, when

bur the beginning of Sorcow, to that which

upon. them.z and .therefore, ( ſaid he tothe 
Perion tha pake to him) look you be net 
found in the Ovard Court :- for Chriſt wth 
meaſure all that profeſs his Name, and call 
chanlclves'his, Peaple-;,and ti\ Outward Court 
he will leave out. 10 1be;tradden. under Foot, 
and to be wept away, whoſe Religion ſtands 
1n performing che ourward party wichgar the 
inward. power of Faith, | and Love uniting 
them unto Chriſt. Tho's God. will give to 
be crodden. down, and - {wept away., by the 
Gentiles; bur the Worſhippers which are; ia 
the Temple before the. Alcar, are tho'e who 
indeed worſhip God in Spirit, and in Truth , 
whoſe Souls are made, his Temples, by whom 
he is loved and adored in their moſt inward, 
Thoughts: They have, and do facrifice their 
Luſts and vile corrupt Aftc&tions, and their 
own Will to him. Theſe Gag. will hide in the 
Hollow of his Hand, and under the Shadow, 
of his Wing.

- And this ſhall be one. great difference be- 
eween the laſt and all preceding Perſecutions, 
That whereas-in the former, the moſt eminent 
Saints were cut oft, here the moſt eminent and 
faithful to God ſhall be preſerved by God as a 
ſeed for the Glory which ſhall immediatcly 
follow to the Churches, as ſon as this ſtorm 
ſhall be blown over ; for as it ſhall be the ſhar- 
peſt, ſo it ſhall be a ſhort Perlecution, and 
ſhall rake away the Drofs with. Hypocrites 
and . Formaliſts, . whilſt c1e true Spiritual 
Believers ſhall be preſerved. till the . Calami- 
ty 1s over, 

Ic was then asked ; by what: Inſtruments 
this Periecution ſhould be carried on? He 
anſwered, by the Papiſts. Ir was anſwered, 
that ſeemed improbable, fince thzy were now 
lels counienanced, and : le's ; nimerous than 
1.rcrofore in-the'e Nations, and-people more 
againſt them. He replyed, it. ſhou'd be by 
their Hands,” and: by the way of a ſuddain 
Maſſacre z and: that: the Pope :iſhould; be the! 
Inſtrument of it, 

And theſe things he pake. with that Aſſu-: 
rance, and that was ſeen to be; which had 
been obſerved in him, when hepredifted fe-

veral things formerly, which 'came to pals ac- 
cordingly, in the Obſervation ,, and to. the 
Knowledge of thole he ipake them to. And 
| he added; thole were 11 his eſteem the Gen- 
tiles ſpoken of, Rev. 11. And (the Second, 
to whom [the outward Court ſhould te left, 
- that they might tread ut under Foot , they 
having received the Gentiles Worſhip by 
Images and many Mediators. | And this, 
faith he, /is more defigning:among them, and 
will come; therefore look you be found 
watching and ready. | 

The like he ſpake alſo to the Lady 7yrrel, 
his Daughluer; about 'the fame time, exprel- 
fing himſelf as above : And the faid Lady 
adds, that after ſhe had opened the Door ot 
his Chamber, ſhe found hjym with his Eyes 
lifted up to Heaven, and Tears running down 
his Cheeks apace, and in a kind of Extafie, 
wherein he continued afcer ſhe came in, near 
half an hour, wirhout raking any notice! of 
her; and then- recovering, told her , his 
| Thoughts .were exerciſed in contemplating 
the great Mi'eries and Periecution which was 
coming, which. would be to ſharp and: bit- 
ter, asthat they had-drawn' thole Tears from 
his 
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his Eyes; but he hoped he ſhould not live - 

co ſee ir; but roffibly ſhe might : for they 
ire, laid he, even at the Door ; therefore 
take heed you be not found flee ping. | 
| The fame allo he repeated ro Mrs. Biſe, 
| che Chiet Baron of Irelan!s Wife in Dublin, 
with this Circuuſtance added co her, Thar, 
faid he, it chey bring in the King, . and re-- 
ſtore him, it may a little longer be deterred ; 
but it will ſurely come ; and ti: 1crcfore he.not. 
unprovided for it,
